THE JAPANESE TREATY 


TERMS OF NEW TREATY NOT 
ACCEPTABLE TO CANADA 


Government Decides That It Would 
Be Better to Allow Present Agree- 
ment to Run for a Couple of Years 
More and Then Make a New One 
—Question of Free Imports to 
United Kingdom, 

Ottawa.—That the terms of the new 
treaty between Great Brtain and Ja- 
pan are not suitable to Canadian con- 
ditions and that this is the chief rea- 
son why Canada declined to adhere 
to the treaty, is made clear in a re- 
turn tabled which sets forth the rea- 
sons why Canada proposes to 


for a couple of years in order that 
it may have an opportunty to make 
one of its own with the Mikado’s em- 
pire, 

: The return shows that since the an- 
nouncement of the new pact between 
Great Britain and Japan, T. Naka- 
mur, Japanese consul general at Otta- 
wa, took up with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues the question of 
the advisability of a Canadian treaty. 

The reasons for declining to take 
this step are set forth in a letter ad- 
dressed by Hon. 8. Fielding to the 
Japanese consul general in which the 
Canadian minister says he had obser- 
ved that the terms and conditions of 
the treaty do not seem to be in their 
entirety satisfactory to circumstances 
of Canada and that in consequence 
Canadian ministers had some hesita- 
tion in advising that immediate ad- 
herence to its terms which the Jap- 
anese government desires. 

Mr. Fielding then proceeds to point 
out that article 8 of the treaty pro- 
vides that articles the product of 
manufacture of the United Kingdom 
shall not on importation to Japan be 
subjected to higher custom duties 
than those specified in schedules at- 
tached, also that articles the product 
of manufacture of Japan shall be free 
of duty on importation into the 
United Kingdom, 

Mr. Fielding goes on to say that 
there might be a question in the event 
‘of Canada giving adherence to the 
treaty this schedule would become ap- 
plicable to Canada. He _ proceeds: 
“Granting, however, that it would so 
apply on examination of details shown 
that while no doubt well adapted to 
conditions of trade between Great 
Britain and Japan, the schedule is 
not wholly suited to commercial in- 
terchange between Japan and Can- 
ada. 

“Part I., of schedules of example 
which contains a list of products upon 
which maximum duties are fixed does 
not include many products in export 
of which Canada is largely interested 


and on the other hand Part IT. of the/ 
schedule containing a list of Japan-| 


ese products to which Great Britain 
agrees to give admisson free of duty 
includes silk and other articles which 
are dutiable on importation into Can- 
ada, although free of customs duty in 
Great Britain. 


“In view of these circumstances,” 


Mr. Fielding intimates, “if a commer- | 


cial agreement is to be made to suit 


those conditions it will probably have | 


to be by means of a separate treaty. 
Mr, Fielding then states that Can- 
ada proposes to avail itself of the 
clause of new agreement between 
Great Britain and Japan which pro- 
vides tliat in the event of Canada not 
desiring to adhere to the new treaty 
a temporary agreement can be made 
pending forming of a new treaty,” 


Prince San Chi Defies Police 

Shanghai.—According to a custom 
in China the members of the Imperial 
Family are above the law. Prince 
San-Chi has been doing just as he 
likes recently, fortified with this im- 
munity. It is said that there is not 
ao hygienic law that this interesting 
person has not broken. In fact, his 
great recreation seems to have been 
to defy the police. At length to the 
endurance of the police there came a 
limit, and on representations being 
made to the Minister of the Interior, 
that official brought the matter under 
the notice of the Regent, who has not 
only abolished the ‘convention,’ but 
the Prince’s recreations also, and has 
given instructions that in future he 
must act as an ordinary citizen, or 
stand the consequences, 


Arbitration Treaties Drafted 

Washington, D.C.—The draft of an 
arbitration treaty was submitted to 
the British and French governments 
through their ambassadors here as a 
basis for negotiating permanent treat- 
jes on general lines. Questions of 
honor and vital interest are to be the 
subject of arbitration. The Hague 
tribunal will decide the issues. Ques- 
tions which both parties agree are 
not justifiable are to be referred to 
special commissions to devise a means 
of settlement. Agreements are to be 
submitted to the United States senate 
for ratification, The remainder of the 
treaty provides the necessary ma- 
chinery for arbitration. 


Scores Use of Tobacco 

Des Moines, Ia.—Dr. Samuel Bailey 
of Mount Ayr, in an address at the 
meeting of the Iowa State Medical as- 
sociation, recently, scored tobacco and 
its use in the strongest terms. He 
declared that tobacco using poisons 
the nervous system and robs the user 
of his normal tone. He asserted that 
the user of tobacco in the earlier days 
is responsible for much of the troubles 
of today. Dr. Bailey acquired some 
little fame years ago by stating that 
the apple will cure the liquor habit. 


Addresses to the King 
Ottawa.—Earl Grey has 
an intimation from the secretary of 
state for the colonies that it is the 
king's pleasure with regard to the 
presentation of addresses from civic 


and other bodies in the Dominion on}

TREATY FOR PEACE IN ORDER

Is Now Ready to Be Presented to the

Washington, D. C.—The proposed

000 square miles, mostly prairie, and 
extends westward to British Columbia 
boundary. 

The soil is black loam, with a blue 
clay subsoil . The rock formation is 
of limestone, and the land is said to 
produce splendid crops of wheat. The 
soil is described as being ‘‘warm,” 
enabling crops to mature rapidly in 
the eighteen hours of sunshine which 
they have on the Peace river. 
one goes west in this territory, the 
ainfall inereases.

RUSH OF GRAIN TOO GREAT 


Great Congestion at St, Lawrence 
Port—Ocean Space All 
Booked Up 

Montreal. — Discussing the 
congestion in Montreal harbor, L. F. 
Geoffrion recently said that four mil- 
lion bushels of grain have been 
handled by the harbor elevators since 
| May 1, and although the staff is 
| working day and night, the amount of 
| grain, particularly wheat coming down 
| from Fort William and the west, is so 
| great that there are not enough ocean 
steamships in port to take the grain 
from the elevators.

Our golden text and its context, 
which tells of a time when nations 
shail learn war no more, is found also 
‘in Isa. ii, 1-4. The same glorious as- 
surance is found in Ps, xlvi, 9, ‘He 
muketh wars to cease unto the end of 
the earth.” It is written in a differ. 
ent form in Isa. xxxii, 1-17, ‘A king 
shall reign in righteousness, © * ® 
and the work of righteousness shall be 
peace.” In Ps, Ixxii, 11, we read 
that “‘all kings shall fall down before 
Him; all nations shall serve Him.” 
In Rev. xi, 15, we are told of the time 
| when “the kingdoms of this world 
shall have become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of His Christ.’ It would be 
well if teachers and scholars would 
search out the many passages which 
tell of this kingdom of peace on earth 
when the Lord shall come in His glory 
and occupy the throne of David at 
| Jerusalem, ruling in the midst of Is- 
|rael, and also as King of kings and 
| Lord of lords—King over all the earth, 
I will suggest a few passages which 
will lead to many more if any one is 
| willing to search: Isa. ix, 6, 7; Luke 
|i, 31, 32; Zeph. iii, 14, 15; Zech. xiv, 9; 
Jer. iii, 17; Dan. vii, 27; Ezek. xliii, 7. 

Not by the armies of the nations, 
}nor by peace conferences, nor by the 
|chureh, nor by missions, shall this be 
brought about; nor in this present age 
}of the world’s history, but only by 
Him concerning whom it is written, 
“I will overturn, overturn, overturn it 
** * until He come whose right it is, 
and I will give it Him” (Ezek, xxi, 27). 

Not by any nation now existing as 
such on the face of the earth will He 
bring peace on earth, but by Israel, 
soon to be restored and recognized as 
a nation and to be converted as a na- 
tion when they shall see Him coming 
in glory and sha‘l receive Him as their 
Messiah. T[saiah's message had spe- 
cial reference to Judah and Jerusa- 
lem. Micah’s to Samaria and Jerusa- 
lem (Isa. i, 1; Mic. i, 1). 
| The words Israel, Zion, Jerusalem, 
must always be taken in their plain 
literal sense unless there is some qual- 
ifying phrase or adjective indicating 
differently. The Zion and Jerusalem 
of Mic, iii, 12, are the same as the 
Zion of Mic. iv, 7. It has been over- 
thrown many times; it shall as truly 
and literally become the throne of the 
Lord, which He shall build up when 
He comes in His glory (Ps, cii, 16). 

In those days when the glory of the 
|Lord shall be seen in Israel nations 
|Shall flow to her as literally as the 
}queen of Sheba and the kings of the 
earth came to Solomon, or as the wise 
men from the east brought their treas- 
ures to the King of Jews when He 
|was but a babe in Bethlehem (II 
|Chron, ix, 9, 22-24). According to Mic. 
v, 2, it was predicted that He would 
be born in Bethlehem, and He was. 
The same verse says that He would 
rule in Israel, and though He has 
never yet done so He will just as 
truly and literally as He was born in 
Bethlehem, 

From Jerusalem His werd has gone 
{forth into all the world to gather out 
}from all the nations a people for His 
name, His body, the church, to reign 
| with Him when He shall come in His 
glory, but that was not revealed in 
{Old Testament times nor until after 
He had come in humiliation proclaim- 
ing a kingdom at hand which never 
came because they killed the King, 
and thus postponed the kingdom till 
He shall come again, for the heavens 
have received Him until the times of 
|restoration of all things which God 
j hath spoken by the mouth of all His 
holy prophets since the world began 
(Acts iii, 20, 21). Then shall (Mic. vii,

A week or two ago a man gave him- 
self uy and confessed that he was 
responsible for the Cafe Royal mur- 
der in 1894, It wiil be 1emembered 
that an old watchman was shot by 
A man unknown. Though this con- 
fession proved, like many others, to 
be untrue, it recalls the fact that 
many a crime has been brought hoine 
to the guilty party when many more 
than sixteen years have gone by. 

Just over a year ago one of the 
richest and most respected of the 
business men of the city of Vienna 
was arrested on a charge of having 
embezzled a sum of eight pounds 
from his employer thirty-five years 
ago! It transpired that this merchant 
began his career as a commercial 
traveler in cheap prints, which he 
sold in towns and villages. One day 
he failed to turn up, and, owing to 
the difficulty of proving the defalen- 
tions, the case was not proceeded 
with. His solicitor, when he was 
charged after this long interval, pro- 
cured his release by’ arranging that 
the eight pounds that his client had 
embezzled, together with compound 
interest for the thirty-five years, 
should be deposited in the court. 

Another case that runs the above 
very close also proves the truth of 
the old saying, ‘Murder will out.” 
There lived in Rome, nearly forty 
years ago, a woman named Marie 
Bonelli, with her husband and three 
children. She had a lover named 
Giaconi, and, becoming tired of her 
husband and children, deliberately 
poisoned them. The guilty pair fled, 
and finally settled down together in 
Naples. Thirty years afterward. 
during a violent quarrel, Giaconi 
threatened his mistress that he would

committed. A passerby who 
the threat denounced the 
pair, and, just thirty-one years after 
the dastardly murder, Marie Bonelli 
wa: brought to trial and convicted. 
Oddingley. a little village in Wor- 
cestershire, Eng., was the scene of a 
ghastly crime that remained unsolved 
for 9 quarter of a century. The rec- 
tor was found murdered one day, and 
shortly afterwards a man named 
Hemmings, the local carpenter, dis- 
appeared. That he was the murderer 
there was litt!e. doubt, but, though 
there was a great hue and cry ut the 
Twenty- 
five years later some workmen who 
were digging up the foundations of @ 
barn discovered the skeleton of the 
carpenter. This discovery frightened 
a man into confessing that he had 
murdered Hemmings. It came out 


| that he had urged the carpenter to 


kill the rector, and then, frightened 
that he would be found out, he had 
in his turn killed Hemmings. 

Only as recently as last February 
the real author of a crime was dis- 
covered after fifteen 
and six people had been unjustly 
sentenced for it. Fifteen years ago 
last August six miners were cone 
demned at Essen for perjury. The 
chief witness against them was a 
policeman named Munter, and, 
though witnesses were brought to 
prove that his evidence was false, a 
policeman’s word in Germany at that 
time was considered to be above any 
combined evidence. Not till last 
February was the innocence of these 
six deeply-wronged miners proved 
and a formal verdict of acquittal en- 
tered against them. But under Ger- 


man laws they are totally unable to | 


get compensation!

Lura Bute has inherited some of his 
lat. father’s characteristics. He does 
not care much for society, but is de- 
voted to everything Scotch, often 
wears the kilt, and keeps his own pi- 
per, who wakes the household®nt day-

The Market at Kingston. 


“One of the most interesting spec- 
tacles I ever witnessed,’ says a man 
who recently paid a rather lengthy 
visit to Jamaica, “is the market at 
Kingston. As you perhaps know, 92 
per cent. of the population of Jamaica 
is colored. The natives, for the most 


p':, a large majority of them engaged 
in farming.

ston you can see line after line of 
( men, women and children carryin 


|} as far as 20 miles inland. They are 
all great walkers and do not seem to 
| mind trudging 40 or 50 miles three 
times a week in order to get their 
supplies to Kingston. Those who can 
afford it use the donkey as a means 
| of transportation, but the percentage 
is very small. They have the aaa 
est donkeys in the world in Jamaica. 
Many of them are no larger than a 
good-sized Newfoundland dog. The 
| animals are very strong, however, and 
make excellent beasts of burden. 

“The Jamaica climate is frightfully 
trying on the system. While Kingston 
the largest city, is an active place in 
the daytime, at night it resembles a 
deserted village. The business people 
of the city all live on the outskirts of 
the town and after office hours it is 
rare that one ever sees more than halt 
a dozen people on the streets. When 
1 got back home I thought the whole 
city was in mourning, for I saw so 
many dressed in black clothes. Noe 
one in Jamaica ever dresses in black. 
Nearly all the natives wear white, 
which seems to protect them from the 
sun, You never see one attired in 
the conventional black suit.”

Hast Calgary Now Lighted With 

Batural Gas 

The best lightad part of the city 
of Calgary at the present time is 
Ninth Avenue, east of the I bow 
River, Pearce Street and the Walker- 
ville subdivision, This condition 
has been brought about through the 
enterprise of the Calgary Natural 
Gas Company, for the purpose of 
demonstrating the advautages ol 
Hatural gas for street lighting. Pipes 
were laid by the company through 
Kast Calgary to the Kibow Bridge, 
and twenty-five artistic posts, 
crowned by double lamps, were e- 
rected, ‘The gas was first lighted 
on Monday night, and has made a 
wonderful transformation in the ap- 
pearance of that part of the city. 

The doubl, lamps are of 1400 
candle power, and each single lamp 
consumes twelve cubic fest per hour 
This at thirty-five ents per thou- 
sand cubic feet would mean a cost 
of about two-fifths of one cent pei 
hour for each single lamp. 

The light is much clearer and 
steadier and more mellow that the 
electric are lights. Its superiority 
over the electric light is very appar 
ent where the two lights are close 
together, and there is little doubt 
that it will be favored as soon as the 
proposed supply is piped to the

A PIONEER WEDDING, 


Sirs! Knot Tied at Twin Lakes In the 
Grande Prairie. 

First events in new localities are 
ilways cf interest, and very often 
vhey are also significant. For in- 
stance, the first settling of the new 
westecn north of Canada means the 
making o. good history, and as part 
of an important chapter in that his- 
tory some plac: is due an event so 


socially unique as the first white 
wedding. 

In a little log cabin at Twin Lakes 
was recently celebrated the first 


white wedding in the Grande Prairie 
district of the new western north. 
Ch: example has been set, and more 
events of this kind may be looked for 
in due course. The north is getting 
more like other places. Bye-and-bye 
there wil’ be wedding style and hy- 
meneal pomp just like the rest of 
th. world, but the first wedding is 
the one that marks real social history. 

The houses in Grande Prairie, 
which is a part of the famed Peace 
River country, are all log structures 
and built after the same general 
plan. The walls are caulked with 
mud plaster, the roof is of wood or 
sods, the doors are of rough boards, 
and the whole dwelling is one story 
in height. But a log house of this 
kind is warm if buils well, and a rea- 
sonable amount of housekeeping skill 
will make it cosy. In this particular 
log house at Twin Lakes there had 
be-n neighborhood parties and such 
like, but never before anything of the 
importance of a wedding. 

The ceremony was brief. A north- 
arn homesteader will not tolerate too 
much formality, and the man who 
will now go down to histury as the 
tirst white man to get a white wife in 
the Grande Prairie is a splendid fel- 
tow. The bride fixed up a little, as 
orides always do, but there were no 
fancy incidentals on either side. That 
the groom appreciated his good for- 
une is beyond doubt, for, instead of 
answering “I will,” he said “Sure,” 
a.d that is infinitely more expressive 
as well as more western, The “sky 
pilot’? accepted it at par and secretly 
tegistered his approval of the in- 
novation. And so the names of Mr. 
aud Mrs. Frank Craiger are added 
to the list of immortals. In Grande 
Prairie they head the list. There 
wera presents for the bride, who is 
Rye popular, a wedding sup- 
ger for all, and a honeymoon AAR 
Jrive in a big box-sled for the happy 
couple and some of the party. After 
all, weddings are much the same west 
or east, north or south. 

The movement of people into the 
new north, bringing with it the whole 
round of social conventions and 3o- 
cic] relationships, is one of the most 
significant features of our expanding 
life. -he wonder of it 


dered society is forming, making the 
waste places into a land of homes 
and home delights. The tide of set- 
tlement is only just getting under 
way. In the Grande Prairie district, 
for instance, there is at present a 
total population of only 250 white 
people—including 113 bachelors and 
41 women—but every week is making 
it larger. The trek is 24 and men 
and families are moving in from 
everywhere, Many, like the man who 
got married, are from across the 
border, and the influx of American 
scitlers, most of them bringing cash 
and effects with them, will be more 
than usually large this year. The 
approved time of going into the coun- 
try is in the last half of the winter, 
before the rivers ant lakes break up, 
for the trail is then harder and 
smoother and easier to travel than in 
the summer. It is a picturesque pro- 
‘ession that is kept moving along the 
trail all the way from Edmonton to 
the Peace River during this trekking 
season, It is made up of a long line 
t freight-sleds, propelied by stout 
iorses or clumsy oxen and loaded 
vith miniature department stores. 
some of them are the supply teams, 
som. of them the passenger coaches, 
the latter most often being little can- 
vas or wooden houses on runners, in 
which the people live, eat, sleep en 
route, 

In human interes‘ there is not any- 
thing in Canada that excels this peo- 
pling of the last west. The country 
itself is interesting, its future is in- 
Viting, its settlement is a whole book 
Homes, schools, 
churches, weddings are transforming 
the wilderness.—The Globe.

ROMAN RELICS. 


Interesting Discoveries Have Been 
Made at Southampton. 

The site of the Roman station of 
| Slausen.tum at Bitterne Manor, South- 
ampton, England, is yielding a the 
}story of its greatness to diligent 
searchers after relics. Coins, pieces 
of pottery, and other British and Ro- 
man remains have been discovered, 
the coins including those of the reigns 
|of Claudius, Nero, Vespasiun, Antoni- 
mus, Alexander, Severus, Constantius, 
}and others, which comprehend nearly 
the whole time that the Romans were 
|masters of Britain. “Clausentum, the 
|Enton or Anton of Claudius,” Mr. 
|C. F. Cooksey, of Southampton, told 
|a press representative, ‘has been re- 
| garded by many people as a mere 
}eamp of occupation, but my recent 
| discoveries dispel that idea, They in- 
.clude two large coping-stones of the 
}enclosing wall of the city. They were 
found partly imbedded in the gravel 
foreshore of the River Itchen, close 
to the side of one of the walls, They, 
are bow-shaped in section, and weig 
about three hundredweight each. The 
stone of which they are composed is 
| broken from the upper bed of the 
| Bembridge limestone of Quarr Abbey, 
in the Isle of Wight. This discovery 
proves that Clausentum was a Roman 
{city in the full sense of the word, 
and had a big enclosing wall, Owing 
to the building operations that are 
now taking place the site is being rap- 
idly built over, but there is still time 
for excavations to be carried out if 
sufficient interest were being shown 
in the work, Every day fresh finds 
are made, and occupiers of new houses 
are turning up coins and other things 
as they dig up their gardens.” In 
the case of the coping-stones the Cor- 
poration of Southampton have under- 
taken to look after them. They will 
be placed for public inspection on a 
heap of masonry on the Western Es- 
planade, close to a big gun given to 
the town by King Henry VIII. 

Wife Saves Upset. 

When Col. Mark Lockwood, C.V.O., 
M.P., of Bishop's Hall, Romford, 
Provincial Grandmaster of Essex 
Freemasons, lays the foundation-stone 
of St, Saviour’s Church, Westcliff-on- 
Sea, England, with full Masonic hon- 
ors on the 24th inst., it will, of course, 
be accompanied with a good deal of 
speechifying. As is well known, the 
colonel is now quite a first-rate ora- 
tor and debater, but his experience 
at the first political meeting he at- 
tended to address was far from pleas- 
ant. It was at Epsom, and Lord 
Cross, then Secretary of State for In- 
dia, went down to speak. He made 
an exceedingly long address, for it 
lasted over an hour and a quarter, 
but when Col. Lockwood’s turn came 
to speak he could hardly say a word, 
He talked for about three minutes 
and then sat down with a raging 
headache and a sense of shame at his 
failure.

SOL'D PETROLEUM. 


Movement on Foot to Convert Cana 
dian Crude Oil. 


Little attention has been directed 
to the recent discoveries of petroleum 
in New Brunswick. 

In fot, the London. Eng., journals 
contain the first detailed sccounts to 
teach us of what are apparently real 
wells of considerable importance. 

Tt appears that in the Stoney Creek 
field in New Brunswick, there is @ 
district were a number of wells have 
tecently been brought in, each with 
a daily capacity of 50 barrels, while 
the total flow of gas from all the wells 
on that fleld is estimated at 40,000,- 
000 cubic feet per day. Contracta 
have been entered into with the city 
of Moncton to supply power for the 
lighting of the city, for fue! gas, and 
for the proposed new tramway. The 
distance to Moncton is only ten miles, 
In Albert County the once extensiva 
but now exhausted deposit of alber- 
tite, which looks like coal, but ta 
really congealed oil, produced one of 
the first yields of kerosene, There are 
other important minerals in the dis 
trict, but attention is now centred on 
the oi!, which has been located after 
40 years of boring. The gaa accumu 
lated is the first product procured, 
and after it is let off, for use or other. 
wise, the oil can come in to fill its 
place. There are seven wells pumped 
for oil in this area, the power of the 
pumping station being transmitted 
from well to well for over two miles. 

In 1910 the totul production of the 
Canadian fields amounted to only 
307,533 barrels, compared with 573,638 
barrels in 1909, 

Within 24 hours. 60 new oil com- 
panies. each holding one eection of 
oil lands in the Morinville field, ap- 
plied for incorporation at the offices 
of the Registrar of Joint Stock Com- 
panies at Edmonton recently. This 
was the outcome of a strike of of] just 
previously made in the Morinville 
district, 22 miles north of Edmonton. 
There ute already ten cther com- 
panies holding claims in the district. 

There 13 in England a Hadi Jeb 
pushing a new method of converting 
petroieum into a solid for fuel pur- 
poses, from which great thinge are 
expected. 

The process is cheap, and the 
blocks ca-t in convenient shape can 
be easily stored. It lasts longer than 
coal, furnishes a third more heat for 
the price, is non-explosive, and burns 
without smoke. 

On board ship. boilers and fire 
places would not require to be chang. 
ed. Lese storage would be required, 
and stoking would be a simple affair. 

Even for household purposes it 
wou.d be made available, and would 
enabl> competition with the coal

Little Lord Donegall, who proposed 
a toast the other day at the age of 
seven, is not so precocious an orator 
as Mr. Gladstone, who, it will be re- 
membered, was set on a chair and ad- 
dressed the company at his father’s 
house in October, 1812, he being then 
under three years of age. His re- 
marks do not, however, seem to have 
extended bey .d the exordium, ‘“La- 
dies and gentlemen.” The present lit 
tle Lord orator is a son of a Cana- 
dian, the present Marchioness of 
Donegall being formerly Miss Twin- 
ing of Halifax. She was married in 
190 to the lat» Marquis of Donegall, 
then in nis eighty-second year, and 
who died four years later, The son 
bears the name Falward Arthur Don- 
ald St. George Hamilton Chicister. He 
is the sixth marquis. The Machion- 
es: before her marriage was prominent 
in Halifax for her charitable work, 
which she has continued in Britain. 
Major P. G. Twining, a well-known 
graduate, and some time professor of 
the Royal Military College, who dis- 
tinguished himself during the opera- 
tions of the allied troops in China, 
and was mentioned in despatches, ia 
a brother of the Marchioness. At pres 
ent he is Assistant Adjutant-General, 
Royal Engineers, at Simla, India, 
Mrs. Twining, who was Miss Louise 
Daly of Napanee, Ont., waz some 
years ago one of the best-known musi- 
cians in Canada, and besides appear- 
ing on concert programs in Ontario, 
Quebec, and the Maritime Provincea, 
hele for some time the appointment 
+t soprano soloist at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Montreal.—Star Weekly. 


Elgin Anecdotes. 

The biography, ‘The Earl of Elgin,” 
by rof. Wrong, contains several 
anecdotes of especial interest at thia 
time, when “trade agreement” with 
the United States is being so general- 
ly discussed. ‘Once when the Earl of 
Elgin, then Go ernor-General of Can- 
ada, was entertaining some American 
visitors at a great banquet in Toronto, 
they prepared themselves for the dull 
nlatitudes of a noble lord, who, since 
ne Was an of..tocrat, was supposed 
to owe his high post to anything but 
personal merit. But as the stately 
periods poured forth an amazed guest 
whispered, ‘He ought to be on our 
side of the line! We would make him 
mayor of our city.” A little later he 
was constrained to say, ‘We'd make 
him Governor—Governor of the state,” 
and a# brilliant passage called forth 
the final exclamation, “By heaven, 
if he were on our side we’d make him 
President, nothing less than Presi- 
dent!” ;

FAINBOW’S ACTIVITIES, 


A Capture anu a Presentation Up to 
th, Present. 


Canada's three-boat navy, although 
not large, is decidedly active. Lf the 
public could look behind \..e scet.es or 
stand in the wings they would recog. 
nize that a navy ia just a little more 
than it seems. The activities of this 
arm «ft the 
like thos: of a diplomatic corps, or 
the duties of a Governor-General 
When the navy performs a piece of 
work it does not hunt up the first 
Hb dh ald correspondent available 
anu hand out a glowing account of it 
for the public press. The ethics of the 
Fritish navy forbid such action, and 
the ethics of the Canadian navy will 
probably be an inheritance, not a 
creation, The littl cruiser Canada 
has been active in many ways for sev- 
eral years, yet one hears little of the 
duties which she performs. Because 
of the size of the Niobe and Rainbow, 
and the larger part whic they will 
play in the eye of the general publie, 
probably more will be heard. 

The first oizic] exploit of the Rain- 
bow since it arrived at Esquimault 
last fall occurred in February, when 
it captured the fishing schooner Kd- 
tic from the United States. This 
schooner was found poaching within 
the three-mile limits of Cape Scott. 
It was overhauled by the Rainbow and 
ordered to heave to. A boat was low- 
ered, official possession was taken, 
and the Edvic was towed to Vancou- 
ver. 

It is said that twenty-five hundred 
pounds of halibut, illegally taken, 
was found on board. However, the 
facts of the case are not yet proven, 
and more accurate information will 
be available when the trial occurs. 
This will happen shortly. 

Another incid at in connection with 
the K&inbow occurred on March 31, at 
Esquimault. The British Columbia 
Government had decided to present a 
set of plate to the boat, to commem- 
orate the arrival of the first Canadian 
warship off the coast of that province. 
For some time British Columbia haz 
been without the presence of a war 
vessel of any kind. Under the revised 

lans of the British navy the North 

acific squadron was reculled to Eng- 
land several years ago. It was, there- 
fore, natural that the people of that 
province shculd be pleased to have a 
naval station near Victoria opened up 
once more. This pleasure seems to 
have been heightened by the tact that 
the new vessel bore the mag'e letters 
“H.M.C.S.”" 

On March 13th the presentation of 
the plate took place in the presence 
of a large number of citizens from 
Victoria. fhe presentation was made 
by Lieutenant-Governor Patterson, 
and the cerem ny was Loth pictur. 
esque and interesting.—Canadian 
Courier. ° 


Canadian Winter Ports. 

The two winter ports, Halifax and 
8t. John, have begun the serious 
work of the season, fetching in loads 
of iuaig ants that manage to get in 
by a few thousands before the St. 
Lawrence breaks up. Already this 
year several thousands of immi- 
grants have arrived at these ports. 
This is the fir-t season for the two 
ships of the new Canadian Northern 
line to carry in immigrants to Hali- 
fax, which is their regular winter 
port, just az St. John is the winter 
port of the Cunadian Pacific. Though 
not originally built for immigrant 
traffic these vessels have been adapt- 
ed to the business, and curry third- 
class passengers much more com- 
fortably than the average ocean liner 
with regular “steerage” accomoda- 
tion. But of course the usual third- 
class passenger bound for Canada is 
not over particular as to niceties of 
accommodation rovided he gets 
three square meals a day, a bunk at 
night, and plcnty of fresh air. From 
all present indications the immigra- 
tion this year will be considerably 
ahead of 1910. Halifax has good rea- 
son to be glud of being the terminus 
of a new line. There is no reason 
why both Halifax and St. John 
should not continue to become more 
rapidly than ever the great east gate 
to Canada; and it is the great hope 
of both provinces that future immd#- 
gration of the right sort will be less 
likely to pass by the fertile fields 
along the Atlantic for further but not 
greener fields in the prairie provinces, 

He Had Not Changed. 

Sir James Whitney has always en- 
joyed a reputation for being a mili- 
tunt politician. In Opposition he 
thundered across the house like a 
bombardinent of heavy guns, and even 
as leader of a strong Government he 
occasionally feels called upon to rush 
a position, The Premier of Ontario 
looks the part, and his equal bearing 
and determined walk betoken a fight- 
er, All this combined to cause an 
amusing little scrap of conversation 
which was overheard in the ladies’ 
gallery during the last session. 

The House was sitting. and two wo- 
men, who apparently possessed politi- 
cal friends, had wandered in to look 
upon the scene, They passed a num- 
ber of comments on the various well- 
known members who happened to be 
moving in and out or occupying seats 
in the House. At last Sir James en- 
tered, and one of them turned to the 
other with the remark, “Being in 
power does not calm the Premier.

VISCOUNT HALDANE 1S A PARA

He Has Been a Militarist and the 
Friend of Lloyd-George at the Same 
Time and Is an Important Factor 
In the Liberal Party—!Inaugurated 
the Territorial Force—Will Relieve 
Morley of Hard Work. 


King George, a short time ago creat- 
ed the Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, 
Secretary for War, a Viscount. To be 
1 member of a Cabinet pledged to a 
turtailment, which, in the opinion of 
nany well-informed politicions, will 
ractically amount to an abolition of 
the Peers’ Veto, and, at the same 
time, to have accepted a peerage; to 

» Aa strong though never blatant, 
tilitarist; to be a warm, personal 
friend of Mr. Balfour, and an official 
olleague of Mr. Lloyd-George, has 
-ven the lot of few. But it has been 
Mr. Haldane’s. It is one of the iron. 
es of public life that a man is, at 
times, foree 1 to assume a position for 
vlich he seems to be little qualified. 
Sut in Mr. Haldane’s new sphere of 
‘bor he will certainly find nothing 
uncongenial. For his is pre-eminent- 
iy the type of mind to which a second 
chamber appeals. He has all the judi- 
cial mental att'tude, all the reflective 
capacity, all the tempered enthusiasm 
for the British Constitution, which go 
to make the ideal peer. Ever since 
tue outbreak of the Boer War there 
have been speculations as to which

man would leave the Liberals. And 
Mr. Haldane’s name has always en- 
{eyed a Pre ero Hence in this regard, 
Nevertheless, he remains to-day a pil- 
lar of the Liberal party, for he re- 
tains in a singular degree the confi- 
dence of the non-party  politician— 
the man who feels that there must be 
some peopl. left in the land who are 
careliss of the catchwords of party— 
who believes that, in the forthcoming 
contest between peers and Commons, 
his voice will be heard in the Cabi- 
net, and his influence exerted in Par- 
liament, to ensure that the counsels 
of moderation shall prevail. He has 
suffered, to some extent, from havin, 
served two masters. It used to be saic 
of him that he had to make his choice 
between being Lord Chancellor or 
Prime Minister, He has not been— 
nor is he likely to be—either, but, at 
one time, 0. neither the legal nor the 
political side of his career, was either 
of those high offices seemingly beyond 
his grasp. 

The elevation of Mr. Haldane to the 
peerage has been expec. 1 for some 
time. The reason for it is to strength- 
en the Government in the Upper 
House, the intention being to relieve 
Lord Morley of the heavy task of lead- 


; ership in the House of Lords during 


Earl Crewe’s absence on account of 
illness. The help of the new viscount 
is particularly required in the coming 
session during the passage of the mea- 
sures for Home Rule and Welsh Dis- 
establishment, and also in connection 
with the Veto Bill. 

The Right Hon. Richard Burdon 
Haldane was born in 1856. He was 


educated at Edinburgh Academy and 
at Edinburgh and Gottingen Univer- 
sities. He was a brilliant student and 
won several scholarships. He obtain- 
ed his M.A., with first-class honors in 
philosophy, from Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, and has published several schol- 
arly essays. 

Mr. Huldane inaugurated the Terri- 
torial army system. He has been See- 
retary of State for War since 1905, and 
he has represented Haddingtonshire in 
the House of Commons since 18865. 
His becoming a peer leaves vacant 
the Haddington seat. At the last elec. 
tion it gave a Liberal majority of 543,
